WAR REMINISCENCES 

OF THE BETHEL COMPANY, 
Company I, Fifth Maine Regiment. 


No. 24. 

June the 4th, we were still in the 
works. Grant sent a flag of truce 
to Lee asking cessation of hosti¬ 
lities for forty minutes to bury the 
dead and care for the wounded. 
Those that were wounded on the 
morning of the third had been 
cared for as they fell inside of our 
lines, but there were thousands 
to bury along the line of the Third 
Corps and the Sixth Corps 
had a much harder task as 
it had the dead of the two battles, 
those that were killed the night of 
the first and on the morning of the 
third. Four days had now passed 
andallofthe dead of the Sixth 
Corps killed in the first and sec¬ 
ond battles still remained above 
ground. At this time the weather 
was fearfully hot and as we took 
our place in the trenches at dark, 
the stench from thousands of the de¬ 
cayed dead was almost unbearable. 
The Board of Health at the 'pre¬ 
sent day are looking after the lit¬ 
tle sink-spouts that but a few 
quarts or gallons of rinsings pass 
through in a week to see that 
no poisonous gases bring fever 
and diphtheria; now we know 
some that are on that Board that 
are examining physicians and in 
case on old broken down soldier 
like myself appears before them, 
we hope they will do him full 
justice. 

The burying squad had a greater 
job than they could well perform 
in the given time and some were 
not buried until four days later. 
Their work was slightly done—I 
remember as I was passing along 
the line that night seeing, that all 
was safe, I hit my foot against 
something that gave away and 
nearly threw me prostrate. I 
felt around in the dark and found 
a man’s foot one half above ground 
which caused my fall. In this 
burying party was a man from 
one of the regular batteries and 
he was caught robbing the pock¬ 
ets of one of the Connecticut boys 
who was wounded four days be¬ 
fore. General Upton saw the act 
•and also knew the man as he once 
commanded the battery. After it 
became dai-k he had him tied up 
to a tree facing the enemy sharp¬ 
shooters and in this position he 
remained that night and all the 
following day and not a shot was 
fired at hinn Doubtless the rebel 
sharp-shooters thought him to be 
one of their own and that he was 
tied up there for them to shoot. 
This put a stop to robbing the 
wounded. 

I find in a letter I wrote home 
July 5tli, that “Our head-quarters 
team has come up near the old 
tavern and I have just received 
my valise which we had not seen 
for more than five weeks.” I was 
at this time in about the same 
condition as one of the tramps 
tried by Judge Grover yesterday, 
that is my wearing apparel, for 
I presume his underclothes were 
in much better shape than ours as 
we had been compelled to wear ours 
through all of the rains for thirty- 
six days of Grant’s first campaign. 

I find in a letter we wrote home 
dated June 10th, ’64 the following: 
“You see by this we are still upon 
tiie battle-field and at the same 
place we last wrote from and to¬ 
day upon the second line. We 
were relieved from the first last 
night. I have not lost but one 
man since I wrote you yesterday. 
My total loss to this date is 153. 
Fifty of that number are already 
dead and more will probably die. 
We now have two weeks longer to 
serve and I think by appearances 
they will hold us to the last hour. 
I will have about 150 to go home 
if we do not got into any more 
fights. Our loss is the most 
severe of any regiment in the 
Corps in proportion to its num¬ 
bers. We are now lying within 
fifteen rods of the enemy’s first 
line of battle, and the sharp-shoot¬ 
ers are firing all the time. Since 
I commenced this letter a doze n 
bullets have whistled by my place. 
It is not safe to have the horses 
within a mile of the enemy’s front 
lino. 

A great many are killed every 
day, General Upton has had two 
killed in this way. I- .have lost 
seventeen men by this kind 
of fighting,, that is sharp-shooting. 
All regiments lose more or less in 
the same way. I hope we may 
get out of this place soon, as the 
stencil of the unburled is awful. 
Last evening at dark we were on 
the skirmish line and saw some of 
those'who wero killed the first of 
the month, lying on the-ground, 
still unburied, within a few feet 
of our outer line, where our boys 
lay; many of tho dead are barely 
covered with earth a few inches 
in depth. Major Albert M. Ed¬ 
wards was to see me yesterday 


but my situation was not a pleas¬ 
ant' place to visit, so • he did not 
stop long; his regiment is now 
at Dispatch Station, near the 
Chiekahominy. Captain Dell Twit- 
chell is near us; tell his folks he' 
is well. Dr. Lapham, I think has 
gone to the hospital, sick. Lieut. 
Bartlett and Kimball are all right. 
I do not now expect to get away 
until the last day and hour. They 
use pld soldiers as they do old 
wounded horses, get all the work 
they can out of them and then 
turn them loose to die.” We find 
in a letter I wrote June 12th, ’64: 

“Our lines are so near the enemy 
that the boys are talking with one 
another, and some hard words are 
said quite often. The bullets are 
now flying in all directions, and no 
one is safe above ground; every¬ 
one who is not in the works, has 
his hole in which he can find 
shelter. Cold Harbor is« honey¬ 
combed with the graves of the 
dead and the holes of the living. 
Occasionally a shell drops in 
the hole, and the occupant is seen 
rushing out, not relishing such 
company. A twelve-pound shell 
just hit my shelter tent; it.did no 
harm. I shall take this fellow 
home with me (the shell 1 mean), 
that is if I can keep it with 
me or do not get hurt myself. It 
now lies on my -blanket beside me, 
hot from the mortar that sent it. 
Within the last half hour two have 
dropped in our brigade camp with¬ 
out doing any harm. They are not 
so destructive as the shell from the 
cannon. The boys of the regiment 
have got so they do not care for 
anything in shape of shot or shell. 
The one which struck my tent has 
nineteen iron grape in it; a pretty 
thing to be throwing around here 
on a Sunday morning among their 
neighbors. We have but one Sun¬ 
day more to stop here in the army. 
A month ago to-day poor Martin 
fell; he di9d a hero. His last words 
to me were, ‘I will do my duty,”— 
and surely he did; none could have 
done better. In a letter I received 
from home a short time before was 
this: “Some one from Bethel pr 
Bumford has asked why you did 
not take care of his remains atjhe 
time he fell? ” My answer home 
Is this written in the same letter 
from which I have been quoting,:— 
“I will here say to his friends at 
Bumford, “at the time he fell, 
hundreds of the wounded lay 
: around us that could not be cared 
for, much less the dead. It was 
the time that every man who could 
carry a musket was expected to do 
his duty; and from this place I 
wrote you that I saw the dead and 
wounded three or four deep in the 
ditches. I did the hardest day’s 
work here' that I ever did in my 
life. I not only gave orders but 
helped to put in position field- 
pieces, carried grape and canister 
after nearly all of the battery boys 
were shot down, dealt out many 
thousand rounds of ammunition 
to our infantry and helped to get 
back some of the wounded.” 

“Yes, you may say to the friends 
of Martin, that all was dpne for 
him that could be at such a critical 
time. He was buried by the boys 
of the Company I, the second day 
after he was killed. The Bethel 
boys are the same as when I last 
wrote you. The wounded with us 
are doing Well.” 

I will give an incident which oc¬ 
curred in our regiment Sunday 
morning, June 5th: 

Jordan of the Bethel Co., was do¬ 
ing the harboring for the boys, and 
as he stood shaving a comrade a 
bullet from a sharp-shooter’s rifle 
passed through his arm and the 
arms of two others standing in 
range, and struck another in the 
side, knocking him over. This 
ininie no doubt was fired from a 
rifle a half A mile away, and dis¬ 
abled four men for the rest of the 
campaign. This sharp-shooter is 
entitled to a medal or a seat in 
Congress, if it is honorable to shoot 
men without warning. 

SKETCH., 

I will now speak of one whom all 
the Bethel boys well remember, in 
fact, one Who was known favorably 
by the entire' regiment. I refer to 
Gen. Marshall C. Wentworth of 
Jackson, N. H., the “Prince of land¬ 
lords” in the mountain hotels. 

I remember seeing him for the 
first time, as he stepped from the 
train at our station, on the morning 
of April_27,1861. He was a mere boy 
only sixteen years of age, yet he 
was filled with that patriotism that 
led so many of our boys to the 
front when the life of the Union 
I was threatened. He at once en¬ 
listed as a private in Company I, 
and was ono of the members that 
left Bethel oh that ever to be re¬ 
membered morning when we bade 
our friends and dear ones good-bye 
as we started for Washington. I 
remember him as he boarded the 
train in Portland, and later, I re¬ 
member him as he lay in the hos¬ 
pital just before the battle of Bull 
Bun when he was determined to 
go forward with his comrades but 


was detained by the surgeon in 
spite of all entreaties. I remember 
him at Cramp ton Pass, as he brave¬ 
ly charged the rebels up the moun¬ 
tain side. Again I see him at Get¬ 
tysburg on that still, quiet morn¬ 
ing of July 3rd, a few hours before 
the memorable Pickett’s charge, 
when we crept out from our lines 
on the side of Little Bound Top and 
shot down some horses belonging 
tb the 9th Mass, battery, in order 
that the rebels might not use them 
in drawing the guns into their 
lines. I remember him at Bappa- 
hannock Station, where our forces 
won a notable victory. I can see 
him after the battle, feeding the 
hungry, binding the pounds of the 
suffering, and giving assistance 
wherever a helping hand was need¬ 
ed. I remember him at the “Bloody 
Angle” when he and Corporal Shedd 
brought ammunition from the 
caissons, the air about them being 
full of shot and shell. I can see 
him helping the gunners hitch 
their horses to the gun carriages 
though before the traces could be 
fastened every horse fell dead, 
pierced with rebel bullets . Again 
I remember him at Cold Harbor, 
when he volunteered to take the 
sharp shooters’ stand and there re¬ 
mained in the hot sun for sixteen 
hours, exposed to the greatest dan¬ 
ger. 

Throughout the war, Gen. Went¬ 
worth did active service, partici¬ 
pating in all the battles fought by 
the Potomac Army. His record is 
a brilliant one, and deserves all the 
recognition he has received and 
much more. 

At the expiration of his term of 
enlistment, in June, 1864, he re-en¬ 
listed in the First New Jersey Cav- 
aly and served until June, 1S65, the 
close of the war. The Sons of Vet¬ 
erans of Conway, N. H., have 
named their camp “General Went¬ 
worth Camp” 

Knowing the kindness of heart, 
the courtliness and' grace of man¬ 
ner that characterize our comrade, 
it is not surprising that great suc¬ 
cess has been achieved and that he 
numbers his friends by the thous¬ 
ands.

It would be an important help 
to any young man if he could 
spend one hour of each week look¬ 
ing at life and life’s affairs from 
the standpoint of later years. As 
this cannot he literally done, the 
next best thing is to note the ex¬ 
perience and thoughtfully consid¬ 
er the council and reflections of 
those who have passed through the 
period of middle and mature life 
that still lies before the young. 
It is not practicable; of course, for 
one to conform in every respect to 
a rule, or to any particular ideal of 
what is best, but nearly all may 
approximate such an ideal, and 
come near enough to it to be great¬ 
ly benefited by the methods which 
common experience have proved 
to be the best. 

The first thing on starting out 
for one’s self is to realize that it is 
each person’s duty to depend upon 
himself, to stand on his own mer¬ 
its, to live by his own efforts, to 
make his own way in the world, 
and be prepared to do something 
for others, which every one sooner 
or later finds that he has qeed to 
do. Self dependence and inde¬ 
pendence are about the same thing. 
Your own ability and your own ef¬ 
forts are all that you can rely up¬ 
on permanently. 

One thing to be always kept In 
mind is that one’s early savings 
are far more Valuable than what 
is gained later, for money early 
saved and safely invested grows 
and multiplies with the years. 
One dollar saved while between 
twenty and thirty years of age, be¬ 
comes sixteen at seventy; one dol¬ 
lar saved between thirty and for¬ 
ty, becomes eight at seventy; 
something to be thought of when 
one is disposed to waste money or 
spend it needlessly. Many a man, 
short or cramped for means in the 
later years of his life, looks back 
with unavailing regret to the 
sums that he needlessly spent in 
tho time gone by, and thinks what 
this money might have been to 
him, with Its accumulated increase 
if saved ,and properly cared for. 

The young man who can save 
from his earnings $100 a year, and 
keep it well invested or rightly 
used in business, and can continue 
to do this, even if lie makes no 
lucky strokes and accomplishes no 
striking feats in his business ef¬ 
forts, has a fortune when he is 
old. One hundred dollars a year 
from the time he is twenty- one, 
if kept invested with its yearly in¬ 
come at 6 per cent, is a compe¬ 
tence of sufficient amount so make 
him entirely independent and at 
ease In his old age. With this 
fact in mind it is not a very dif¬ 
ficult thing for one in the prime 
and vigor of his early manhood to 
make adequate provision for him¬ 
self and family, in his declining 
years. It can be done by saving 
what Is often wasted or worse than 
wasted; and the ■practical differ¬ 
ence between poverty and plenty In 
one’s later years is greater than 
any amount of money can meas¬ 
ure. No one who thinks of these 
things and is not utterly reckless 
will bo Indifferent about his early 
savings. 

Another thing; while no one 
is sure to be able to shape events 
“and fix rimes and seasons wholly 
to his liking, nearly every one 
can exercise some control over 
the leading things of his exper¬ 
ience. Marriage sho uld not come 
too early nor too late. Thought¬ 
fulness and prudence in earnest 
life, in regard to leading issues, 
saves a world of trouble and an¬ 
xiety in all after-time. 

Again, it is impossible for a 
young person to over-estimate the 
importance of keeping himself in 
right relations with the leading 
lines of activity about him. It is 
hard to succeed in an isolated sit¬ 
uation. With rare exceptions, the 
position a person occupies has far 
more effect in the minds of a ma¬ 
jority of those whose aid he de¬ 
sires or whose favor he would win, 
than any personal qualities or at¬ 
tractions which he may possess ; 
and as a rule, the movements and 
Influences with which a man con¬ 
nects himself are more powerful 
means of success than any personal 
efforts which he can make. Per¬ 
sonal qualities and personal efforts 
are essential, of course,, but if iso¬ 
lated, however excellent they may 
be, they are comparatively fruit¬ 
less. To be in a high degree effect¬ 
ual, they should be exercised in 
right relations, and on lines of in¬ 
fluence that link one’s sympathy 
an$ interests with others, and that 
are far-reaching and lasting. Per¬ 
sonal friendship is good; but one 
should become the friend to im¬ 
portant causes, and the supporters, 
of these causes will naturally be¬ 
come his friends as well as. associ¬ 
ates. The church,; the society, the 
club, the political party, all open ! 
into fields which one may' enter 
with honest convictions and earn¬ 
est zeal, and through the principles 
which he supports multiply his in- 


fiuence and importance many fold, 
and he will be esteemed and prized 
and supported for his Interest in 
the causes which others hold dear. 
Standing alone, he may be left un¬ 
noticed by the wayside, but, linked 
with a great cause, he finds his ef¬ 
forts in its behalf reflected back 
upon himself, and he is borne along 
his way by the momentum which 
thousands of united hands and 
voices give to an important public 
interest. So in business, no one 
can do business alone. A seller 
implies buyers, and the successful 
business man has to place himself 
in line with the needs of a great 
community. In advocating a cause 
a man can do what he thinks 
ought to be done; and if he is 
shrewd and wise, he will place 
himself in a position of accumulat¬ 
ing influences, so that what he does 
to-day will help him do more to¬ 
morrow, and so that all the past 
years of his business will be both 
advertising and capital for Ms fu¬ 
ture. In this way he conserves his 
strength, and is borne along, on 
lines of influence and of business in- 
1 terests which he has helped to cre¬ 
ate, to a success which never could 
be achieved in an isolated position 
or by isolated efforts.

Much of the happiness of life de¬ 
pends on our outward demeanor. 
We have all experienced the 
charm of gentle and courteous con¬ 
duct; we have been drawn irre¬ 
sistibly toward those who are 
obliging, affable and sympathetic 
in their demeanor. The friendly 
grasp, the warm welcome, the 
cheery tone, the encouraging word, 
the respectful manner, bear fio 
small share in clearing the joy of 
life, while the austere tone, the 
sharp and acrid remark, the cold 
and indifferent manner, the curt 
and disrespectful air, the supercil¬ 
ious and scornful bearing are re¬ 
sponsible for more of human dis¬ 
tress, despair and woe than their 
transient natures might seem t,o 
warrant.

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More About Klondyke. 

The excitement; and; interest 
caused by the, recent finds of gold 
in the Klondyke region are still 
further stimulated by a report 
coming from London to the effect 
that the Peninsular of Kamchat¬ 
ka, directly across from Alaska, 
on the Asiatic side, is likely to 
prove as rich in the precious me¬ 
tal as oar own fields. These state¬ 
ments create a gooddeal of inter¬ 
est here, especially among those 
who are following closely the enor¬ 
mous gold; developments of the 
world which have recently occur¬ 
red. An examination of the map 
of North America will show at a 
glance that the great gold field of 
Alaska which is now being devel¬ 
oped is a part of the same general 
line of mountains which supplied 
the enormous gold production of 
California, indeed of the same 
general line which produced the 
gold of Peru, of Central America, 
of the United States, and now of 
Alaska. Take your map. of the 
world and follow this mountain 
range, and yon will find that it 
seems to cross from the North 
American continent to Asia at the ; 
Behring Strait, and that the ex- 1 
tension of this general range 
across into Asia covers the very ‘ 
country into which the Russian 
gover nment is now pressing gold 1 
develojiments and the general ’ 
search for gold. The dispatch re- 
ferred to above, states that a Rus- < 
sian expedition has discovered i 
twelve gold regions in the vicinity 
of the sea of Okhotsk, and it be- I 
lieves that the western peninsu- •' 
la of the Peninsula of Kamchatka 1 
will develop gold fields which ( 
•will, as the dispatch puts it, when 1 
o pened!, “be a second California.” ! 

“Whether the prediction of the * 
Russians that they are going to cle- t 
velop gold fields in Kamchatka c 
which will rival the early history a 
of our California gold fields is to be t 
realized or not,” said Mr. Marcus c 
Baker, of the Geological Survey, c 
talking of this subject, “certainly 1 
there can be no doubt that the gold 
of the world has enormously in- c 
creased and is now increasing won- c 
derfully. There are two distinct t 
gold; fields to-day which are pro- t 
(lacing gold in very* great quanti- c 
ties—South Africa and North t 
America. The Alaska fields are, s 
of coarse, a part of the same gener- t 
al line of mountains which devel- j 
oped such wonderful gold deposits t 
in our own territory less than half t 
a century ago, and whether the o 
mountains of Kamchatka and Si- i 
herla are a part of the same gener- a 
al system or not, it would not be o 
surprising if these reports of large c 
gold deposits there should also be 1 
confirmed. The fact is, there is a t 
greater incentive to. the production T 
of gold to-day than ever before, t 
There are two or three reasons for t 
this; first, that silver is so cheap v 
that there is less incentive for its ! 
production and the people who had it: 
formerly given their attention to p 
the mining of silver are now look- jt) 
ing for new gold fields;; second,the ;«] 
gold mining and gold production tl 
becomes easier every year as new is 
methods develop and new disco v- jg 
eries are made. Take the great p 
gold fields of California, which jti 
were supposed to be worked out p 
years ago; the cyanide process now a: 
gives promise of making them fr 
again, productive, and it is quite ti 
probable that it will be profitable tl 
to work over all the rejected ma- ai 
terial which was thrown away by 
the men who covered that great of 
gold field, and produce from it by la 
this cyanide process great quanti- nt 
ties of gold. This is not unlikely sn 
to be the case further south, in fca 
Mexico, Central America, and Peru qt 
where such quantities of gold were he 
mined many years ago. Add to ha 
this the gold developments of in, 
South Africa, Australia, North pe 
America, and prospective Siberia, ed 
and it is; not surprising that the in 
gold productions of the world are tn 
more than keeping pace with the pe 
growth of business. As everybody ha 
knows, the gold productions of the by 
world have steadily increased dur- no 
ing the past few years, those of last ta< 
year having been greater than in cai 
any in the known history of the thj 
world, while all Indications now iiq 
point to a still greater increased Th 
production for 1897.” sol 

Mr. Baker’s remark that the gold th< 
production of the world has in- in 
creased with such rapid strides ha: 
suggests some inquiry upon this get 
subject. That inquiry shows that thi 
the gold of the world to-day is be 
nearly or quite three times as much tin 
as SO years ago. Mulhall, who has ha 
been widely quoted la the papers a f 
of the United States In, the past ime 
few weeks, indicates in his latest chi 
dictionary of statistics that the Ike] 
amount of gold in the world, coined j i 
and uncoined, fifty years ago jit 
amounted to less than two and a th< 
half billion dollars. Taking his gei 


figures for 1890 and adding the pro¬ 
duction sinee that time it would 
appear that the gold of the world 
to-day, coined and uncoined, is 
over seven billion dollars, being 
nearly or quite three times as much 
as it was fifty years ago. Had 
, there been no increase in the popu- 
• iation meantime, there would be 
thus three times as much gold for 
each person now as there was half 
a century ago. But the population 
of the world has increased about 
fifty per cent, in that time, so that 
the amount of gold for each indi¬ 
vidual is therefore about twice 
what it was at that time. This, 
however, relates to the gold in bulk, 
and not gold money. A farther 
study of Mulhall and other statis¬ 
ticians shows that the increase in 
the proportion of gold which is 
coined into monoy has been as 
great as the increase in the produc¬ 
tion of the metal itself. Fifty years 
ago only 83 per cent, of the gold of 
the world was coined; now 66 per 
cent, is coined. So itappears that 
while the amount of gold for each 
individual in the world has been 
doubled in fifty years, the propor¬ 
tion of that gold which has been 
turned into coin has also been 
doubled, thus making the gold 
money of the world four times as 
much for each individual as it was 
fifty years ago. 

This increase in gold, coupled 
with the increase in the percentage 
of that metal which is coined, is 
one of the most important facts to 
be taken into consideration in the 
determination of the cause of the 
falling off of the demand for silver 
and the consequent falling off In 
its price.

; ;phy T sicians and nurses who are at¬ 
tacked with it and to whom it 
‘provesfatal. The flakes of mucus 
and membrane that are coughed 
from the patient’s throat are par¬ 
ticularly infective, for it is in these 
that the bacillus has its lodgement 
and growth. 

The methods of communication 
of this disease should be of particu- ' 
lar interest to the public, for it is : 
not alone from a person actually 
suffering from diphtheria that con¬ 
tagion takes place. It may be ac¬ 
quired from the secretions of the 
nose and mouths ot persons who 
have convalesced from the disease 
in whom the poisonous bacilli still 
persist-capable of being transplant- j 
ed upon new soil and again strik- 
ing root and producing the same 
train of consequences.

perfectly healthy persons, who 
have not had diphtheria—and who 
by reason of insusceptibility are 
not going to have It—may, by con¬ 
tact with diphtheritic patients, 
carry the virulent germs in their 
throats or on their persons or cloth¬ 
ing. 

The diphtheria bacillus attaches it¬ 
self to the clothing, -the bedding, 
the walls, and to any other objects 
in the room in which the patient 
has lived, and often-displays the 
greatest tenacity of life. Diph¬ 
theria bacilli have been found to 
be alive and capable of producing 
the disease, in cases where they 
have been dried on silk threads,for 
a period of between five and six 
(months; in another case on a 
[child’s plaything that had been 
keptin a dark place for five months. 

Although in this series of papers 
| it; Is not intended to enter into 
I the discussion of the treatment of 
germ diseases, it will he in order to 
call attention to the great danger 
arising from the lack of the prop¬ 
er isolation and seclusion of diph¬ 
theria patients. It has been shown 
how easily the germs may be car¬ 
ried about by those attending or in 
any way coming in contact with a 
diphtheria patient, and the same 
danger arises from the patient 
himself, even though he has per¬ 
fectly recovered. Virulent bacilli 
may be found in the throats of such 
persons for periods varying'*from 
six weeks to six months after per¬ 
fect recovery. 

It is in connection with this dis¬ 
ease that so much interest has 
been aroused in the matter of pro¬ 
tective inoculation. We have 
spoken repeatedly of the power the 
animal body has of rising to the 
emergency, in the case of infection 
With a germ disease—of gradually 
manufacturing a substance of Its 
own that quite neutralizes and 
overcomes the toxine produced. 
It le along these lines that the an- 
tltoxine treatment of diphtheria 
is based. The horse is used for 
this: purpose and is inoculated
